. than becaufe They find Themfelves beneath our 
Notice Let Them rail on, without Interruption ; for I 
iy ata tucch nobler Game, and have the Honour to te 
engaged, af present, with two famous Cham ions im the 
{aime Cae, WHO are not only in the Pay, but the Confi- 
dence and Intimacy of their Patron. Every Body wil 
ymmeciately perceive that I mean the learned Madam U- 
borne, and the polite Francis Walfingkam Efq; This ill 
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frious Pair of Writers, to whom I fhall always pay the 
greateft Defereuce, are pleafed to be very angry with me 
for my late Difcourfes, and even to call me very hard 
Names. As tor my good old Granny, Tam not much fur- 
prized at Her ; becaufe I know o/d Women are apt to be 
froward, and impatient of Contradiction ; efpecially, when 
They happen to be inthe Wrong. But the young Squire 
is known to be fo fine and well-bred a Gentleman, that I 
cannot help wondering at fome Expreflions, which have 
lately fallen from his Pen, without any Provocation ; for 
I will leave the World to judge whether I did not treat 
him with the utmoft Decency and Refpect even in that 
very :aper, which hath put him into fo much Wrath. 
I have obferved, indeed, that all our great Men are 
grown very. tender and touchy of late. Perhaps, fome- 
thing may gall them more than ordinary.

Osborne hath difcovered fuch an @b/olute Vacuum in all ru- 
ral Minds, it feems very aftonifhing that they fhould not 
be as fufceptible of thofe wholefome Doétrines, which are 
fo regularly conveyed to Them by miniferial Authority, 
as of the political Scandal retailed to Them in the Crattt- 
man and other Papers.
